proper W odſetter,to whom the ſame for the time doth beclvng,to be applyed for the uſes and ends in the foreſaid AGt of Par- 
liament contained. Likeas We, and Our Eſtates of Parliament, by another Acof the date, the tenth day of September laſt 
by-paſt, have remitted to, and impowered the Lords of Our Privy Council, to give ſuch Orders for Colle&ing, and In- 
bringing of the ſaid Hearth-money,as they ſhould judge fit. For the better Inbringing whereof, We by Our Commiſſion, 


| under Our Royal Hang, have Nominated and Appointed James WMelvill of Caſſingray, Receiver and ColleQor of all the 


Hearth-money within this Kingdom, with Power to him to Conſtitute and Appuint Sub-ColleQors, and Receivers under 
him in every Shire or Paroch, tor whom he is to be anſwerables Therefore, and for the more effeQual and orderly Col- 
eating, Uplifting, and Inbringing ofthe ſame, We with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Coviil, Do hereby Command 
and Ordain, all Heretors, Liferenters, and proper Wodfetters, by themſelves, their Tutors or Curators, or Chamberlains 
and Factors, to give 1n to the ſaid James Melvill, or to his Sub-Collectors and Deputs,within the ſeveral Shires and paroches, 
upon Intimation ot their Commiſſions at the ſeveral Paroch Churches, or Mercat-Crofles of the reſpeQive Shires on a 
Mercat-day, or any other manner of way they ſhall think fir, true and exa& Liits, Subſcribed with their hands, of all Hearths 
in the Houſes or Lodgings polleſt by them, and in the waſte Houſes belonging to them not poſleſt, and of all Smiddies, 
Kilns for drying of Corn, Ovens, Furnaces for Brewing, Salt-Pans, Soap and Glaſs- Works, pofleſt by them, or ſtanding 
waſte within their Ground and Eſtate : And ficklike, Ordains all the Inhabirants , Tennents and Poſleflors in this King- 
dom, to give in to the ſaid ColleQor, or his Sub- ColleRors and Depurs foreſaids, upon Intimation of their Commiſſions, 
in manner above-mentioned, trueand exaR Liſts of all the Hearths in the Houſes poſieſt by them, and ofall Smiddies, Kilns. 
for drying of Corn, Ovens, Furnaces for Brewing, Salt-Pans, Soap, and Glaſs-works poſit by them, excepting alwayes 
Hoſpitals and puor people, who are upon the Charity of the Paroch; V Vith Certification to the ſaids Heretors , and other 
tahabitancs, if they failzieto give up the ſaids Liſts, or give up falſe and ſhort Liſts, they ſhall be Cited and Proceſſed. before 
the faids Lords of Qur Privy Council, and.proceeded againſt with all rigor therefore - Bur prejudice always to the ſaid 

wes Melvilt, and his Sub-ColleQors foreſaids, to uſe all otiier Legal M<thods for diſcovering of the true number of the 
Hearths of this Kingdom, and ColleQing and uplifting thereof - And Ordains all Magiſtrats, and Miniſters of the Laws, to 
be Aſſiſtant, and give their Concurrence to them, for that effeFt. And V ve, with Advice foreſaid , Do hereby Com. 
mand and Require, the ſaid Jewes Melvill, ColleQor foreſaid, and his faids Sub-ColleQors, and Deputs, to report and 
give inthe ſaids Liſts, to the Lords Commiſſioners of Our Thelaury upon Oath, when they ſhall be called or required there- 
toz To the effect the ſaid Hearth-Money may be uplifted, and Employed for the ends and uſes in Our faid Act of Parlia- 
ment appointed. Our VVill is herefore, and V Ve Charge you ſtraitly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Lerters 
ſeen, ye pals to the Mercat-Croſs of Edinburgh, and to the Mercat-Croſles of the whole remanent Head-Burghs of the ſeveral 
Shires within this Kingdom, and there, in Our Name and. Authority, by open proclamation, make Publication of the Pre- 
miſſes, that none may pretend ignorance, as ye will anſwer to Us thereupon, the which to do, Wecommitto you, con- 
jun&ly and feverally Our full Power, by theſe Preſents, delivering them by you, duly execute, and indorſed again tothe
